The official forecast for 
probable freezing weather in north- 
west Oklahoma and the Texas Pan- 
handle evidently stimulated the de- 
i'mand, and while the advance met 
| considerable realizing and some South- 
(ern selling, prices worked still higher 
during the day. The detailed weather 
|reports showing low temperatures for 
this season of the year and consider- 
able rainfall in Oklahoma and north- 
| west Texas, appeared to increase ner- 
| vousness over the further progress of 
| the crop in that section when consid- 
‘ered in connection with the frost 
| threat, and the highest prices of the 
day were reached during the afternoon. 

October contracts sold as high as 
21.15, while January advanced to 21.52, 
|and March to 21.78. The close was 10 
(or 12 points off from the best under 
realizing. 
| The apprehension appeared to be 
that the weather conditions reported 
or in prospect for the Southwest would 
| prevent any further development of the 
crop over a considerable part of Okla- 
homa and northwest exas. There 
| were also private reports of rains and 
‘hail in west Texas sections, which were 
_said to have caused damage. Buying 
was attributed largely to covering or 
-rebuying by recent sellers, while some 
| trade demand also was reported during 
‘the progress of the advance. 


Private cables reported Liverpool had 
been influenced by continental and 
Bombay buying and covering on appre- 
hension of frost, and a better demand 
for cloth with a fair business for 
India expected at an early date.

Disturbed, Ladue Tells 
Manufacturers. 


NO CHARGES ARE MADE 


The situation that had been heralded 


} 


as a scandal involving District officials | 


in the purchase of brick for schools and 
other public buildings and for sewers 
evaporated yesterday. 

Col. William B. Ladue, Engineer Com- 
missioner, held a three-hour session 
with Henry E. Stringer, vice president 
and general manager of the Hydraulic 
Press Brick Co.; John Clark, local rep- 
resentative of the Victor Cushwa Co., 
brickmakers, of Hagerstown, Md., and 
Roger Whiteford, counsel for the two 
brick men. 
spent two hours additional in conference 
with his assistant. Maj. L. E. Atkins, 
and Municipal Architect A. L. Harris. 

At the conclusion of the conferences 
no one would talk for publication ex- 
cept Col. Ladue, to whom all the others 
referred questioners. Col. Ladue said: 

“T told the gentlemen that contracts 
awarded were past and could not be 
disturbed. Mr. Stringer complained 
that our specifications for brick are not 
so worded as to permit the degree of 
competition that Government specifi- 
cations should. 

“We do do not admit that our spccli- 
fications are insufficient. But it is pos- 
sible that they may be improved. We 
will make a comprehensive Study of 
them to ascertain if this is possible. 
If so we will change them.” 

Col. Ladue added that no charges had 
been made of favoritism or other mis- 
conduct. No briefs were filed or dis-
